Unless, the 
hopelessness of his position has been much 
exaggerated, or overwhelming reinforcemen:s 
arrive upon the scene, we do not think that 
the capture of Croxje's laager can be long 
delayed, forthe effect of the concentrated fire 
of, fifty guns at the short range of a thousaud 
yards must be terrific and it is ‘scarcely 
to be supposed that the Boers will beable 
to withstand it for long, unless their laager 
is much better protected than-we have been 
led to suppose. Cronyu's retreat has ind&ed
